4. Claims 1-9, 11, 12, 14-17 and 32-47 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(a) As to claims 1 , 32, 33, 34 and 42, note is made of the limitations, "assigned to 
one another in an indexed manner'' and "operationally releasably fasten the

subassemblies to one another" in combination with the rest of the respective limitations 
in the claims, respectively. 

(b) The closest reference Matsumoto (US patent 6,658,936 B2 henceforth 
"Matsumoto") discloses a similar invention as set forth in the Office Action mailed on 
4/06/2007. 

However Matsumoto fails to disclose a spindle unit and an electric motor being 
combined in a first preassembled subassembly and a holder suspension and a sensor 
arrangement being combined into a second preassembled subassembly wherein the 
subassemblies are assigned to one another in an indexed manner and operationally 
releasably fastened to one another as defined in the claims. 

(c) Therefore, the prior art neither discloses nor provides motivation to combine the 
above-mentioned limitations in combination with the rest of the limitations in the claims, 
respectively.
